by his Majeſties Authoꝛity. And to the intent all Offenders may know their Danger, and 
deliſt from any further Pzoccedings ot this kind, His Majeſty is Gzacioufly pleaſed hereby to 
Declare, That they ſhall be pꝛoceeded againſt accoꝛding tothe utmoſt Severity of the Law: 
And foꝛ that purpole, His Majeſty doth hereby Will and Command all His Judges, Juſti⸗ 
tes of Peace,. and all other His Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice whatſoever, That the 
take effecual Care, that all ſuch as ſhall Offend in the P:emiſſes, be pzoceeded againſt, and 
puniſhed accoꝛding to their Demerits.
